b* The letter from CkHOMX'A 2*s lawyers to Siaoni noted above, 
CAR RAMA 2*s lawyers have approached the Fran court to mx withdraw 
the espionage grounds and substitute new grounds/^ 


rthe court (really tbs appropriate co rt clerk) had noted 
tMaansMMttfcwfea the substitution with some initial surprise, and noted 
that Stool had written a letter to t he court j*ny eon the ago after 
being informed of the commencement of the action to the effect that 
the marriage had always been in good order and that CARCARMIA bad been 
very surprised to hear tiiat an action bad been started by his wife, 
tha (Heither CARCARANA 2's lawyers no* CARBOHYDRATE had known of 
this letta£ which Stool bad mat 1 nl tlal3y»**probahly soot time in 
October of l#!*)* CRCAPJUU 2*s lmyrr had explained that letters 
from a man in an Eastern Jail oust always be taken with awe reserve! 
this one nigjbt have been sent for •tactical reasons** The court 
then seemed more receptive to the prospect of substituting new 
divorce grounds, (but because of this letter it would be advisable 
to make the new grounds "alienation of aftotia^ifcevidrlge Beaiehurgej^, 
commented CARBOHYDRATE)* 1 new Bvweisbeechlnse will be necessary 
for the new grounds* CARCARAKA will be interrogated in Torgan, but 
the whole toadMa court file will not go to the DDR, only the 
pgge coffcining the Bewvlsbescholsa* Attached to this letter were 
two ferial papers addressed to the Fran court which CARCARAflA 2's 
lawyers intend to send, as follows • 

c* Request by CARCA-TAKA 2 that the court disregard her e; rllqjr 
allegations of espionage ty her husband, which will be replaced by ax 
new allegations* The court is also requested not to send the case file 
to the DIR^aatos but only the new Bewelabesc blues. 


d* Allegations ty CARCABA1I 2 that GARCARANA had had relations with 
m&mammmm another woman, whose name is not given* IASCA RASA supposedly 
told CABCARAIA 2 la March 1953 that he had relations with another w> man 
who lived la tort* the "Westiandi (an errar-***staektar was intended, but 
the ritwr was not familiar with Berlin), that he visited this woman 
often and rater in ended to le ve CARGABAHA 2* In order to prove these 
allegations, CARCARARA and CA3CARAK4 2 will be questioned* 


2* The above material is the first information that has come from 
C .RCARAMA 2's lawyers since CARBOHYDRATE'S visit to fren« It confirms CARBOHYDRATE * s 
report of the trip* The only change is the change from denial of ehelicben 
Verkthr as the substitute divorce grounds to ehswicirlge Be^lehungen* This 
changihMaeeftsgd hyutheeeniiygAsI t erdft * m T Matt teqtlee riallttietmeta tlftgtbe 
eMptof coaching of CARC RA V A as to how ha should testify* CARBOHYDRATE Will 
see M i^ n l re the latter's securing CABC ftARA's agreement to confeajing to 
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relation* with another woman* It will probably bo noce sary far Stood to 
travel to Torgau for this purpose* CARBOHYDRATE requested authority tn^^ 
assure Sioonl that the expenses of such a trip would be taken car# of,^Lf 
such assurance proved to be necessary (this can be covered as cooing Tra. 

C ADROIT, If necessary, or fro* CARCt'RAHA^s mother). CL LD tndiwh d&c 
informed C RBO that the me answer to this requst be given later* 



3* CARBO also delivered a report written by Berger re an approach made to 
hia on 18 '“arch ty Earner JACOBS, Fhlla/Snlle, Am Kirchtor 23a, for the SFS* 
Jacobs was arrested in October 1953 with a former CA 1R0IT UA, "Kohlneyer". 

It ceveloped later that "Xohl^eywr* was really an SIS St&ael who had denounced 
Jacobs* tMxmm&mnmpmBkmb After 3 or U cays Jacobs was released aft r 
l jawing been farced toeL^a a Spit solver pf li chtur^ • Jacobs telephoned Berger 
on lfi tfaroh wt aid requested a meetings to be held shortly thereafter* 

After reporting the telephone call, fergar net Jtoobe, who stated that he 
l *d the SFS KEi of Inviting Berger to a meeting In East Berlin at a tine and 
place to be set by Berger* Berg r 1 a security md right to retuxn to X**, 
were guaranteed* It would be posjible, however, fbr Berger to 
stay in thjfeast, where he would receive an apartment, position, civil 
rights, etc* The srs gave Berger until 3X -"arch to consider the matter) 
if he did not agree to cone by than, the SrS would cany out the meeting 
•against Berger's will* • The STS could always be reached through Jacobs 
at his adore as in the TOR* This would be the last over of the SFS to 
Berger* Barger refused the offer, but aade a counter-offer* be would me c t 
with SFS repiesentativee, but in TT # st Berlin, not Bast Berlin* Since the 
SFS would probably have two persons at such a meeting, Berger would be accompanied 
to the meeting* safe-conduct would be assured the SFS representatives* 


In conversations with Jacobs, the latter stated that he had also been earlier 
given the SFb FBI of learning the West German address of Rolf WICFftlMRfe 
who fled iron the jDR in 195h, from the latter's mother in Halle* Jacob# 
stated that in a seven hour long discussion with the SFS during which he 
received the FEZ of carrying a message to Berger, Jacobs had gotten the fin 
impression that the SFS did not have Ate CAIBOH |ewMwl staff penetrated, 
bat sets groat weight upon effecting such a penetration* the SFS officer 
who dealt with 3acobej[ldenlty unicnowi) stated, 0 It cannot go on with CADROIT 
as It has In the past, the group is prying around so much (staenkern) that 
we simply ca not allow it any longer* We have to do something, sines tt fact 
their work Is retlly bothering us". When Serger queried Jacob syattwIwAi— 
MM re the meaning of this remark, tbs latter replied that the present 
activity of CADK0IX, its printed materiel and its radio broadcasts have 
unsettled the SPS, which haa received orders from high levels to take 
more active measures* (OOiARfTilt is not at all clear how Jacobs would 
know of each orders unless the S’S officer bad entloned them*)

DR HR affaire, etc*, and is therefore a 
prime target for the SFS-be should not ho to night meetings with UA 
which require him to go borne late at night alone, ate* The result 
has baen to Increase Ohlbrecht* s already noticeable nervousness and 
his requests to GARBO and LAEELL to increase his personal security 
by providing a car, etc* The recent Scheenolokw case as thrown 
him into a tlxty* Tould It not be possible to have ftlOOO stop 
needling Ohlbrecht’ £1 J agreed to look Into the matter, i 
is It appeared from me sdanhgtikMtina following discussion 
that night driver service ( erfectly justified In such casee.

GARBO pointed the matter up as a morale situation with which Iadell 
might not be completely familiar, and suggested that a small payment 
of 5-10 DU per month to* to the staffers involved might go far 
to remove feelings of unfair treatment* Also discussed possibility that 
a permanent man for this service might be the best solution* Tbs 
to persons p esentlyjequlred to stand issfe late duty ares Schmidt (very 
taniri y angry), Horn* Schadow, rfcsch, Qhlson, and wynen* Ho 
eomaltmssta made in thlJ respect, but hartwrlm Ierrison aay wish 
to keep his ears txaMd to this subject when with UDELL* 

b* CARBO noted an increase both in numbers of general visitors and 
in nuofce s of spitaelverpflichtete DDR visitors* Jan sew a drop In 
visitor totals. So fkr this month, however, there have been 33 spi tseiverp flichtmrt 
ete (a relatively high figure)* 

1* Re the ienipur/ police report, CARBO had semi wiericha, who wiXL 
try to get a copy of the report* The latter will have to see flat innsim* 


J* Re a question previously asked in connection with Rster Rothes ( former 
UA now in Vest Germany), iothea wee the photographer* (The report 
received by BOB and credited ft 0D05XT had stated that a oeaber of 
Sotbee group had been a photograp h e r 1 apparently woammmtmm this 
detail of the story has been confused ty someone)* 

6* instructed C HBO to submit CA DROIT contact reports (Beauch er v eraer k) 

re visitors woo appear to be of interest to C&: TA3H (whether visitors actually 
wmmnmmSiBtmxa arrived at CALC1H0 or not) on a current basis rather than 
on a monthly basis as at present* These reports, which contain nfrons vfy any 
persons mxm of possible interest were or could not be sent to &LC1H0, have 
been obtained fbr many months* It was agreed that tbmy would now be submitted 
upon a weekly basis* 

7* C ZJsueuoa stated that he was interested in assembling all too. n

S3 had previously reprodaoed all SFS file information* £L _3 lie! tec 
xne requirement to all files toatoiadalma fbr the last two years (fcr 
the present, et least)* CARBO noted that he has very little personality 
into for Abt# $ in Horoannestr. Abt* 5 has sections in almost eve y SFS 
installation, of course, end often coordinates with Abt Z (Espionage) in 
appropriate cases* In referring to the fact that Hochwald had orighally 
set up the files, tine rwrmmSsdcttmdadlaskwafatoi CJ queried as to what 
penetrations, if aiy Hochwald had had of the S?S* CARBO replied that 
imxkmdakmtm Hochwald had not had too much; be did have one person In 
Teds sense# (/), who had come to ’.eat Berlin, been advised to stay here by 
Hochwald, returned to the EaJt Sector anyway, and was arrested* (This was before 
CARBO*# time, of course* )• Any Info re this penetration ttom any reader would 
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be ap:?rociate<i* 

8* CA. l: BO noted that good personality info re the scijwerin end dagdeburg 
i : -FS installations was available* The latter supposedly cone fro® a 
defected and fled S S Oberibldwebel named Herbert SCROS.EE tto n Uagdebnrg, 
who boa been in the custody various IS 1 #, including ibt* 5 f*o® who® 

CARBO heard of the caje* tm^iaS!mftmafaat^bAmmM^KSd$^m^cmmxmM Cyild 
Pepin get any of this Magdeburg infb and secure its ©lease to CARBO* 

Pepin promised nothing exoept that he would try* CART to be alerted re 
SC BOSSES, who caoe fro® Abt. 2 of the SFS. 

9. C -3 queried re Herbert BUR.'iliARDT, DOB 29 J*» 27, noted in the 
GA DROIT monthly for Jan os having been dropped tm due to ” possible SFS 
connections* • CARBO recalled the case* B* had been a Spltael for the SPs, 
had denounced people in Spina Isolde® to the SFS, bad fled to &eat Sornany, 

The caoe was still active with CADROIT , which was tryi -g to find soae 
way to convict hi®* B asy be tried* The CB potential eeeaed to be very 
marginal* CARBO Instructed to produce the file, however* 

10. C ^ instructed C. RBO to retrace Rosemarie end Oertrod *£•£ EL , 
who had previously been traced in the visitor and darog filee with negative 
result* Pepin had learned that a CADHOIT staffer bad requested Rosemarie 

to appear on approx 1 ^arch (which had probably not yet gotten in the Xftfc 
file— CADR01T has its bureaucracy also)* Pbr ^ 

11* CJ3 raised a oubjwot for thought by CARBO-we would not try 
to solve It now due to the lateness of the hour* The subject was the possible 
abolishment of the BA waiting roc® (a procedure which segregates the BA 
for the for acre numerous eft® e ordinary visitors and may thereby pinpoint 
the® at least by physical description fbr SFS Spitsels)* A brief discussion 
showed that there are many argonauts pro end con, with CARBO drswlngxx 
a ipugb floor plan to show that no one in the line leading to the porter 
or in the visitor waiting roan (where ary Spitsels would In all probability he) 
could 9ee the point where a HA would drop out of the flow of bodies 
and go to the UA waiting root*, A person sitting In the visitor waiting 
room, however, bight have to rsaain there for as such as an hour due to 
overload of staffers, during wiioh tine he eight be recognised ty an SFS 
Spitsel* The natter was let go at this point, however, without raising 
the question what a spitsel who succeeds in getting hlnsjlf registered es 
■ i 1U may learn through the present arrangement* ibis natter will he 
reined again*
